Integrity Challenged 


The opportunity to be the official organ of the 


Shire of Altona should he given to 


the “Footscray 


Mail” and this honour, which should be earned, 
should he reviewed annually said Cr. H. W. Lee at the 


council meeting last Tuesday night. 


Cr, Lee said there is no idle reason 
behind his decision. He alleges the ‘‘Al- 
tona Star” has failed to cover adequately 
news items of the Shire. He accused the 
“Star” of failure to impartially report 
events ds happened. He repeated “‘re 


ports are not impartial.’ 

Cr, Lee said he finds it is hard to understand 
how two people can make such different reports on 
the same happening, 


He charged the “Star” with, On two occasions he said he 


not seeking both sides of the 
issue concerning the defacing of 
the election posters. He con- 
tended that on the Monday 
there was no space in Thursday’s 
paper for his news but space 
was found on the Wednesday for 
the clection poster item. 

However, in the next breath, 
he had to admit this was news. 
He declared that “not bothering 
to interview” the other side con- 
cerned in’ the election issue was 
a classic example of the “Star's” 
impartiality. 

Cr. Lee then decried the un- 
authorised use of council 
photographs by anti-Labor can- 
didates in the recent council 
elections. He condoned their 
use by the Apex and Rotary 
Clubs but condemacd the rews- 
paper proprietor for allowing 
the anti-Labor candidates to 
use photographs he considered 
identical with council property. 
He next complained that the 


“Star” refused to control mis- 
leading claims of anti-Labor 
candidates. 


He coinplains that in spite of 
objections from councillors the 
opposition was still referred to 
as ratepayer candidates. 


UTTER CONTEMPT 


He considers this showed utter 
contempt for Labor councillors 
who had represented residents 
for eight years. 

In a leading article reference 
was again made to ratepayer 
candidates and in Cr, Lee's 
opinion this was a misleading 
statement. 

It is bad enough for the op- 
Position using this type of state- 
ment, although he could under- 
stand them doing it, admitted 
Cr. Lee. 

However, he condemned its use 
by a newspaper which claims to 
be independent. 


LACK OF INTEGRITY 

In his opinion the “Star” dis- 
played lack of integrity as an 
independent newspaper. 

Not only have there been in- 
stances of misreporting, but a 
biased slant has crept’ in to the 

“Star's” articles was Cr. Lee’s 
next accusation. 

He suggested the “Star” lacks 
knowledge of council affairs and 
does not know what it is talking 
about. 

Cr. Lee mentioned that he 
made an appeal to the newspaper 
proprietor some months ago, but, 
in spite of this, there has been 
no improvement in the situation. 

Cr. Lee considers the council 
is acting in all fairness. 

He stated that several news- 
papers have asked the council 
to change the official organ and 
the council contacted two 
others. 








had discussions with the “Star” 
proprietor to iron out the differ- 
ences and believed there would 
have been some improvement. 
But he was .sad to report there 
had been no change. 


FINAL STRAW 


The final straw came when 
an official photograph was used 
for an unofficial use. 

Cr. Lee contends this shows 
no integrity in being an impar- 
tial newspaper. 

He believed the proprietor had 
dishonoured the paper. 

Therefore, the only decision 
was to give the official organ to 
a newspaper of high regard, pro- 
claimed Cr, i: 

He recollected that he had 
had reason to say this before 
and that the paper had shown 
integrity beyond reproach. 

Such a newspaper should be 
given every opportunity and he 
took the liberty on himself of 
discussing the prospects with the 


“Footscray Mail," ~ confessed 
Cr. Lee. 
CO-OPERATION 


. ASSURED 


He revealed that the “Mail” 
assured him of every co-opera- 
tion, 

He suggested that the mat- 
ter be reviewed in 12 months 
and if the attitude of the 
‘Star” has changed or if the 
“Mail” docs not meet expecta- 
tions then it will be further 
considered. 

He alleged he was hurt to say 
this will now be council policy 
as he likes to support local in- 
dustry. 

Cr. Lee mentioned that he 
knows the “Star” proprietor well 
and went on to accuse him of 
not taking sufficient interest in 
the paper and allowing himself 
to be swayed by people with 
“distorted, flavoured - or  dis- 
coloured views.” 

He contends he is not trying 
to bring about preferential treat- 
ment for the Labor party. He 
stressed he never has suggested 
this. 


NO PREFERENTIAL 
TREATMENT 


Cr. Lee stated he would not 
expect any newspaper to give 
preferential treatment. He al- 
leges circumstances over the 
last two years has forced this 
aspect and he cannot allow it to 
go on unchecked. The only way, 
he said, is to transfer the organ 
of the Shire. 

The Shire Secretary, Mr. J. 
W. Waters, asked Cr. Lee if he 
was giving notice of motion for 
the change. 

In reply Cr. Lee said he was 


giving a -recommendation in his 
public relations report. 

He gave notice of motion that 
the “Footscray Mail” be appoin- 
ted the official organ of the Shire 
of Altona. The motion will come 
forward at the next council meet- 
ing. 

Cr, A. J. Fisher then moved 
the adoption of Cr. Lee’s report. 
It was seconded by Cr. A. W. 
Bond. 

Cr. W. L. J. Crofts rose to 
speak against the ,recommenda- 
tion ‘in the report. . 


He said he considered the 
“Star” gave fair, unbiased re- 
ports. He exclaimed that -he 
was amazed, shocked and dis- 
turbed at Cr. Lee’s remarks 
levelled at the “Star.” 


He was unaware of Cr. Lee 
being at the ‘Star on a num- 
ber of occasions and said he 
was surprised at this latest 
move and realised there was no 
purpose in him’ speaking at 
Jength. 


However, he wished to record 
his sorrow at the suggestion that 
the organ be taken away from 
Altona. 


He said he would have con- 
sidered the official organ going 
to another printer in the Shire 
but not to a paper which is 
controlled by “The Age.’ 


DIVISION REQUESTED 


To have his displeasure at the 
report recorded, Cr. Crofts re- 
quested a division when the 
Shire President (Cr. S. G. Me- 
Intosh) put the motion to adopt 
Cr, Lee’s report. 


Then followed a free-for-all 
in which Cr. Lee alleged there 
was no need for a division as 
provision is made in a by-law 
for registering an objection; 
Cr. Fisher accused Cr. Crofts 
of dis-respect for the chair; 
Cr. Bond said this would he 
the forerunner of many divi- 
sions every time Cr. Crofts 
wished to object; Cr. Mcintosh 
asked Cr. Crofts to withdraw 
his request for a division; Cr. 
Crofts said he had no intention 
of casting dis-respect on the 
chair and the Shire Secretary 
had already intimated a divi- 
sion was in order; Cr. J. J. 
Givifer moved ‘that the motion 
be put and the division called; 
€r. Lee objected to the divi- 
sion; Cr. Crofts again: reques- 
ted the division; Cr. Lee as- 
serted there was no teed for 
the division and the approp- 
riate rules covered this case; 
Cr. Crofts took exception to the 
inference that he did not know 
the rules; Cr. Lee said as Cr. 
Crofis was not taking the cor- 
rect action he’ did not know the 
rules; Cr. Crofis repeated he 
took exception to Cr. Lee say- 
ing he did not know the rules; 
Cr. -Lee asked the Shire Presi- 
dent for a ruling on the ques- 
tion; Cr. Melntosh asked, 
“What question?”; the division 
said Cr. Lee; Cr. Crofts said, 
‘I called for a division”; al- 
right, the division should go 
ahead agreed Cr. Lee. 

Cr. Mcintosh calied for the 
division. All eight Labor coun- 





cillors voted for the adoption of 
the report and Cr. Crofts against 
it.

On August 12, 1965, the

‘COUNCIL 10 DEVELOP 
TRUGANINA EXPLOSIVES RESERVE 


" State Cabinet has given approval for the Altona 
Shire Council to develop the residential section of 


the Truganina Explosives Reserve. 


Cr. J. J. Ginifer told council- 
lors at the meeting last Tues- 
day’ night the Minister of Lands 
(Mr. Balfour) informed him that 
on Monday Cabinet had agreed 
in principle to the suggestions 
put forward by Altona. 

This tremendous victory is the 
culmination of nearly two years 
work by councillors and. council 
officers, It started when it was 
first learnt that plans were be- 
ing ,prepared for the establish- 
ment of a delinquent centre on 
the Reserve, 

Councillors and officers acted 
quickly and after much work in 
preparing evidence and députa- 
tions to the Minister and Prem- 
ier, plans for the delinquent 
centre were abandoned and Cabi- 
net agreed the area be developed 
for housing, 

‘Then followed representations 
fof the council to be allowed to 


deveiop the area. Private en- 
terprise also wished to purchase 
the land. 

Now the final decision has been 
made and the scheme put for- 
ward by the Altona Shire Coun- 
ceil has been adopted in principle. 

A purchase price - of $350,000 
has been suggested and the coun- 
cil, after constructing roads and 
providing services, is planning 
to sell the housing lots at market 
price, 


Cabinet has requested the for- 
mation of a small committee to 
work out details of the scheme. 
The committee will comprise 
Lands Department officials, one 
or two Altona councillors and the 
Shire Secretary and Engineer. 

It is hoped that enabling legis- 
lation will be introduced later 
in the present session of parlia- 
ment. 





Gouncil Printing 


To Leave Altona 


All Altona Shire Council printing pre- 
viously undertaken by the “Star” is now 
to be ordered from the ‘Footscray Mail.’” 

On the recommendation of Cr. H. W. Lee, 


which was moved for adoption by Cr. A. J. Fisher 
and seconded by Cr, G. den Dulk, this was another 


decision of Altona council last Tuesday night. ; 


Cr. Lee said his reasons for; 
this action were the same as; 
changing the official organ of 
the Shire. He stated that he is 
not prepared to support an or- 
gan for which he has lost all 
respect. 

Cr. W. L. J. Crofts remarked 
that he was not happy with all 
the printing being forwarded to 
the “Mail."" He suggested that 
to give all the printing to one 
firm was wrong. Quotations 
should be obtained from other 
sources. Cr. Crofts asked if 
tenders could be called. 

Cr. Lee replied that it was not 
necessary to call tenders as the 





amount of money involved in 
printing jobs is below the sum 
specified in the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 

He suggested ihe matter could 
be reviewed at the end of the 
year. : 


Blocks and photographs be- 
longing to the Shire, which come 
into the hands of any printers, 
are also to be returned to the 
Shire. They are not to be held 
stockpiled in any printer’s fac- 
tory. 

This was another decision, 
agreed to on the motion of Crs. 
Lee and W. G. Cresser.

ROADS TO SAFETY 


Every three hours an Austra- 
lian is killed in a road accident 
and every seven minutes some- 
one is injured, according to the 
managing -director for Australia 
of Combined Insurance Company 
of America, Mr. R. A. Freimann. 


He said that a recent report 
by the Australian Automobile 
Association shows that among 
the four most motorised coun- 
tries, Australia has the worst 
traffic accident record. In 1965 
there were 8.5 road deaths for 
each 10,000 registered vehicles, 
more than in the United States, 
Canada or New Zealand. 


Four out of 10 of those who 
die on Australian roads are un- 
der 30 years of age. _ 


“The A.A.A. has done a fine 
job in emphasising that regard- 
less of advances made in motor 
vehicle design, the character of 
our roads will always affect our 
road accident rate," Mr. Frei- 
mann said. * 


. “On the read safety front 
prospects at the moment are not 
encouraging. In 1965 there were 
3.742.739 motor vehicles _regis- 
tered in Australia. By 1970 this 
figure will have increased te 
about 5,000,000. 


“Yet it is estimated that by 
1970 we will have a total of only 
322 miles of expressway in the 
whole country — Victoria, 150 
miles; Queensland, 85; New 
South Wales, 39; Tasmania, 31; 
South Australia, six; Australian 
Capital Territory, six; Western 
Australia, five; Northern Terri- 
tory, none. We can compare this 
with the 41,000 miles of express- 
way the United States will have 
by 1972. 


“The figures are disturbing be- 
cause it is well-known that ex- 
pressways are much safer than 
ordinary reads. In the United 
States, expressways in urban 
areas have been shown to cut 
fatal accidents by up to 50% 
ane reduce all accidents by over 
30%."

Briquette Dump To Stay 


“There is no hope of the briquette depot at Altona 
North being moved in the near future advises Mr. W. 
H. Connolly, chairman of the State Electricity Commis- 
sion. The suggestion that it be moved to another local- 


ity is considered impractical. 


However, the Commission does admit 
there is a dust problem associated with 
the depot and assures that efforts will be 
continued to control the problem and re- 
duce dust emission from the depot. 


But the dust is. reported to be non-corrosive and 
not the cause of deterioration to property or furn- 
ishings. 


penditure would be irrecoverable 
if the depot were moved to any 
other location. As I explained 
to the deputation, there will be 
considerable increases in genera- 
ling plant capacity in the La- 
trobe Valley for some years 
ahead and the Commission in- 
tends to make the maximum pos- 
sible use of this newer and more 
efficient plant. This will result 


This information was sent by 
Mr. Connolly to the Hon, Cr. A. 
W. Knight, M.L.C., who forwar- 
ded it to Altona council, Last 
May Cr. Knight arranged for a 
deputation of Altona councillors 
and residents of Altona and West 
Newport to meet Mr. Connolly. 

The deputation requested that 
the briquette depot be moved to 
another location. 





Mr. Connolly now advises that 
matters raised by the deputation 
have been carefully considered. 


He said, “The deputation’s 
principal request, that the briqu- 
ette depot at Paisley (Altona 
‘North) be moved to another loca- 
tion, has been examined, but it is 
not a practical proposition at the 
present time, The main purpose 
of the depot is to provide a fuel 
storage for Newport Power Sta- 
tion, and a strategic fuel reserve 
for both power stations and in- 
dustry in the event of normal 
supplies by rail being interrupted 
for any reason. The depot, 
therefore, must be reasonably 
close to the power station, and 
must have adequate rail and 
road facilities, 


“Quite a considerable amount 
of money has been spent on 
bringing the depot to its present 
standard, and much of this ex- 





in thé usage of Newport Power 
Station decreasing progressively, 
and according to present plans 
the briquette requirements could 
drop to about one-third by about 
1969. As this occurs the quantity 
of briquettes handled at Paisley 
naturally will decrease consider- 
ably. Consequently, it would be 
difficult at this stage to justify 
spending a large sum of money 
to buy another site and establish 
a new depot with the necessary 
railway sidings, roads, buildings 
and other equipment. 


“Reference was made by the 
deputation to the zoning of the 
depot area, and the fact that 
some plans show streets running 
through the depot. This aspect 
has been examined, and I am as- 
sured that when the Commission 
purchased the land there were 
no restrictions on its use. In the 
1954 Master Plan of the Mel- 





bourne and Metropolitan Board 
of Works the depot area is zoned 
as ‘Public purposes existing— 
S.E.C. use,’ and this designation 
stil! applies. The early subdivi- 
sion proposals for streets through 
the depot now have no signift- 
cance as the streets were not 


made and, being in privately | fly. 


owned land, were not taken over 
by the municipality for the use 
of the public. 


“With regard to statements of 
deterioration of roofs, spoutings, 
weatherboards and internal cur- 
tains and blinds, I must say that 
briquette dust is not corrosive 
and such deterioration is not 
caused ‘by dust from the depot. 
I would assure you that every 
effort will continue to be made 
to reduce the amount of dust 
escaping from the depot. We 
have been using as much water 
as we can get from the M.M.B.W. 
for watering down the area, and 
we are now experimenting with 
high presure sprays to see if 
better results can be obtained. 


“Experiments have been car- 
ried out with 'the spraying of a 
bitumen emulsion on briquette 
stacks and access roadways 
around the stacks. Furthermore, 
a tanker has been converted to 
enable all storage and working 
areas to be treated before bulk 
re-stocking commences, and 
thereafter at regular intervals. 
In addition, all overhead bunkers 
will be covered to stop dust es- 
caping at these points. As the 
quantity of briquettes handled at 
Paisley decreases, the storage 
stacks will be moved further 
back from the fences, and the 
areas between the stacks and 
fences sown down with grass~ 
the nearest stack .to Mason 
Strect is now some 250 feet

Earlier this month the Defend 
Australia Committee, after dis- 
cussion with the Army in Saigon 
and Canberra. launched its 
“Viet Nam Civili Aid Campaign.” 

The principal objective of the 
campaign is the re-construction 
and hchabilitation of the Junior 
Boys’ Academy at Vung Tau in 
Phuoe Tuy province where Aus- 
tralian troops are based. 

In 1953 there were eight such 
academies in’ Viet Nam, the 
only one stijl operating is that 
al Vung Tau. 


The academy, which has a 
capacity for approximately 1500 
boys, is staffed by civilian 


teachers, and military instruc- 
tors under a South Vietnamese 
lieutenant colonel. At the acad- 
emy it is possible for a boy to 
achieve, in some subjects, a stan- 
dard equivalent to something be- 
tween Australian matriculation 
and university. 

The boys receive two hours 
mwnilitary instruction per week un- 
til their final year, in which they 
do 15 weeks intensive military 
study. and on graduation, like 
all South Vietnamese boys of 
their age, serve for five years in 
the South Vietnamese Army. 

On completion of their mili- 
tary service, it is hoped that 
they will move into administra- 
tive posts, eventually becoming 
the leaders and key decision 
makers in the country. 

The academy is therefore a 
very important institution. 

It.is also planned that some 
assislance be given to improving 
the living conditions of the gen- 
eral population throughout the 
province. 

To carry out this program 
will require at -least $30,000 in 
cash, and equipment for the 
academy, whilst the general 
population is in great need of 
things that we Australians would 
consider incidental. Items such 
as toothpaste, washing  scap, 
ioilel soap, cooking utensils, etc. 

The project is quite unique in 
that it offers to every Austra- 
lian the opportunity to do some- 
thing really positive towards the 
development of peace. stability 
and democracy in Viet Nam and 
at the same time assist in the im- 
mediate alleviation of the tre- 
mendous physical hardship under 
which these people are living.

Not Enough Starch 


Regarding the report in last 
week’s “Star” of the fine im- 
posed on Mrs. Frick, of Borrack 
Square, Aliona North, for selling 
adulterated food, it has been 
drawn to our attention that the 
food in question—sausage meat— 
was only deficient in that the 
amount of starch was below the 
minimum requirement set out in 
the Health Act.

In this particular case the starch 
content was only 0.7%.
